When it was finally decided to repro- 
duce a veritable grave of a Mound Builder 
a mound for the purpose was selected on 
the Fox farm near Mayslick, a short dis- 
tance eouth of Maysville. The mound 
was first photographed, and each step in 
the excavation was carefully noted and 
pictured with tbe utmost scientific ac- 
curacy. 

As tho work proceeded until about one j 
half of the niound had been removed ! 

irly down to the ground levej. five! 
ne slabs, laid in a line, with edges; 
touching, and covering a space about two 
feet by six in atta, were found. Work 
was then suspended, and a photograph 
taken of the mound as it then was, show- 
ing the five stone slabs Then they were 
carefully removed, and the skeleton of 
an adult male was sueu. Another photo 
graph was then taken, and the position 
of every bone was carefully noted. 

Tho dead Mound Builder bad been laid 
on bis back, with his feet drawn up to 
ward bis body, which raised bis knees. 
His mouth was wide open, his left hand 
was on the right side of his chest and the 
other hand lay at his right side. 

The bones and stones were carefully 
boxed and shipped to New York. 

All of this is now exhibited in tbe hall 
on tbe top floor of tho Museum in Cen 
tral Park The grave as it was when the 
remains of the body were laid bare is 
shown exactly, and each bone is laid in 
place precisely as when found.

IMMIGRATION 

Bill Agreed Upon by Conferees of 
the House and Senate. 



The New Measure is Very Strict Id 
Its Provisions as to Immigrants 



o Land In This Coonlrr- 



Washihgton, Jan. 22.— An immigra- 
tion bill has been agreed upon by all the 
conferees of the senate and bouse ex- 
cept Mr. Bartholdt (rep., Mo.), chair" 
man of the house committee in charge 
of the subject 

The bill provides that all persons 
physically capable and over 10 years of 
age, who can not read and write the 
English language or the language ol 
their native or resident countries, but 
a person not ao able to read and write 
who is over 50 years of age, and is the 
parent or grandparent of a qualified 
immigraut over ~i years of age and 
capable of supporting such parent oi 
grandparent may be sent for and come 
to join the family of a child or grand' 
child over 21 years of age similarly 
qualified and capable. 

For the purpose of testing the ability 
of the immigrant to read and write as 
required by the foregoing section, the 
inspection officers shall Is- furnished 
with copius of the constitution of the 
United States, printed on numbered, 
uniform pasteboard slips, each contain- 
ing not less than twenty nor more 
than twenty-five words of said consti- 
tution, printed in the various lan- 
guages of the immigrants in d< 
small pica type. These slips shall be 
kept in boxes made for that purpose 
and so constructed as to conceal the 
slips from view, each box to contain 
slips of but one language, and the im- 
migrant may designate the language 
in which he prefers the test shall be 
made. Each immigrant shall be re- 
quired to draw one of said slips from 
the box and read, and afterwards 
write out, in full view of the immigra- 
tion officers, the words printed there- 
on. Each slip shall be returned to the 
box immediately after the test is fin- 
ished and the contents of the box 
shall bo shaken up by inspection 
officer beforo another drawing i< 
made. No immigrant failing to read 
and write out the slip thus .lrawu by 
him shall be admitted, but ha shall be 
returned to the country from which lie 
earnest the expense of the stentnshipor 
railroad company which brought him, 
provided bylaw.

Wrecked Near Quogue, L 1. 



The Crew, Consisting of Nine Hen, a 
Woman and Child, Drowned. 



New York, Jan. 24— The three- 
roasted schooner Nahum Chapin, Capt 
Arey (of Kocklaud, Me.), from Haiti- 
more for Hoaton, went ashore some 
time Wednesday night near Quogue, 
L. L The vessel ia a total loss, and the 
crew, consisting of nine men, were 
drowned. A fierce gale, accompanied 
by a heavy driving rain, prevailed at 
the time, and it was Impossible for the 
men to get ashore or for the people 
who gathered on the beach to aid 
them. The storm was the wildest that 
has occurred this winter and the ves- 
sel ana crew were doomed the moment 
she went ashore.
